Ho stated he cannot recall, any individual or Individuals either 
walking or running In tho Immediate area of Jim's Grill when 
he entered to have his meal. He stated he can furnish no 
information whatsoever concerning tho shooting of MARTIN L ITT HER 
KING on April 4, 1958. 
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
